Phillips Baccalaureate 


“What shall I do with my life?” the all- 
important question which pkesents itself to 
every young man as he goes out into the 
world, was the theme of the baccalaureate 
sermon delivered to the senior class of 
Phillips academy by the Rt. Rev. Charles 
L. Slattery D.D., of Boston, in the Stone 
chapel Sunday afternoon. 

The speaker read as the Scripture lesson 
that portion of the second chapter of Luke 
describing the child Jesus with the doctors in 
the temple at the moment when He decided 
what He should do with His life. 

The suggestions made by Bishop Slattery 
to the young men who composed his audience 
were that in choosing a life-work they think 
not simply of getting a living, of struggling to 
possess certain comforts and luxuries, but 
rather to use their lives for the greatest 
things with the assurance that the other 
less essential things will be added. 

It is well worth while to examine the needs 
of the times and see what is especially needed. 
Business, medicine and law are already over- 
crowded, but there is a great need of teachers, 
not only in colleges and secondary schools, 
but even in the public schools. Other great 
opportunities are in public service, where 
there is a crying need of men of fine training 
who are capable of becoming, great and true 
and self-sacrificing servants for the sake of 
the nation, as well as inthe ministry, which 
also requires sacrifice, but which affords its 
members the satisfaction of helping men in 
the deepest crises of life. 

In addition to these considerations, it is 
essential to choose a profession or life-work 
which kindles the enthusiasm. 

“Assuming that you have discovered your 
profession, what God wants you to do in the 
world, and God tells every willing man what 
he is to do with his life,” said Bishop Slattery, 
‘don’t worry if it seems small. Forge ahead 
though you have no praise or recognition. 
Don’t think you are common clay; you are 
lighted by the Spirit of God. If God gives 
- you a great dream, live for it and die for it, 

and the living Christ will give you the victory. 
You will have the satisfaction of knowing

That man had not 
won his way in any such way as Henry Ford 
is said to have won his crown, but after all he 
lived a life of money-getting, and when he 
got fairly well through with his life, he 
thought he had failed, because he had 
arrived. I think you can multiply that a 
good many times over. 

Sometimes the situation is tragic. Henry 
James gives us a good illustration of it in his 
masterpiece, — Roderick Hudson. Here was 
a clever, successful artist who had, however, 
set before him a definite end to his life, not 
content to do the best work of which he was 
capable and let that work lead to its own 
conclusions. Not content with that, he 
must be successful, he must make money and 
grow cynical in the transaction. And what 
is the result of it all? He came to believe 
that the true inspiration of Jesus was after 
all but a fickle thing and that there are only a 
few who can afford to pay the price. In- 
spiration, you know, is bound to run to seed. 
One must learn to do without the muse. 
Such tragical results have come in thus 
choosing one’s end and shaping his path to 
reach his self-chgsen end. 

This thing is so common in modern 
American life that it has been called the 
contemporary American tragedy. Here is 
a tragedy. It is not in the headlines, but it 
is murder. A person really murders his best 
instincts because he must do things; he 
must travel a way that will get him to his 
own self-chosen ends.

the fifth verse: ‘Thomas saith unto Him, 
Lord we know not whether Thou goest; and 
how can we know the way? Jesus saith unto 
|him, I am the way, the truth and the life.” 
The speaker emphasized the way of life, 
Lene importance of keeping to the path of 
honor, truth, and righteousness rather than 
fixing one’s eyes on an ultimate goal which is 
to be reached by any means whether good or 
evil. For those who faithfully follow the 
way in which God leads them, the right way 
will reveal its own end. 
Dr. Calkins spoke as follows: 


As far as I can discover there are just two 
ways in this world of getting anywhere. 
The first of these ways isto know where you 
are going, and then to shape your road or 


The second way is to know that the road 
that you are on is the right road and that it 
will surely take you where you want to go. 

Now, of these two ways of reaching what 
we call our goal in life, the first seems far the 
more practicable and far more reasonable, 
so at such a time in the academic year as this, 
fathers and mothers and teachers and 
friends are often exhorting young people and 
saying, ‘‘ Now, the next thing is for you to 
define with precision what you want to do 
and what your goal in life is. You must 
make that clear and distinct in your mind 
and then, having defined your end in life 
with precision, you must shape your course 
and you must apply means so that it will 
bring you where you want to go.”’ 

And that seems so reasonable and it seems 
so practicable, but the big trouble in the 
minds of a great ‘many young men and young 
women is that they do not know what they 
want to do; they find themselves unable to 
define their objective with precision and 
they say, ‘‘We do not know where we are 
going; therefore, how can we choose a way to 
get us there?” 

When, however, I open my New Testa- 
ment I find that Jesus has very little to say 


about ends in life, but He has an immense 
amount to say about the way of life. Jesus 
forever seems to be taking men’s minds off 
of objectives and goals and keeping their

le Vou know where I am going, and so you 

know the way.” And Thomas said, ‘That 
is exactly the difficulty; we do not know 
where you are going, and if we do not know 
where you are going, how can we know the 
way,” which seems like a perfectly reasonable 
objection to make,” and Jesus, said, ‘ Per- 
haps you do not know where I am going, but 
you can come to where am. Follow the way 
I offer, without thinking too much where it 
leads; be loyal to the truth I bring without 
calculating whether that will bring you the 
same end which you may imagine to be the 
best for yourself. But if you shall faith- 
fully follow in the way in which I lead you, 
that way will lead you out in the light you 
seek; the right way will reveal its own end, 
and at least you shall know inevitably 
where you are going, because you have 
followed in the way.” 

Jesus not only taught that doctrine, but 
he lived it. For myself, I. do not believe 
Jesus saw the end of his life from the begin- 
ning of it. You may recall that picture 
which represents Jesus where two beams form 
a cross, but tnose two beams are behind Him 
not in front of Him. I do not believe Jesus 
saw the end of his life from the beginning of 
it. One thing He did resolutely and faith- 
fully; He walked in the way. As a boy we 
hear Him say, “‘ Wist ye not that I must be 
about my Father’s business?’’ and later, 
“T am come not to do my own will but the 
will of Him that sent me.’’ Consequently 
when he saw that the way of obedience was 
not bringing Him to any end that He 
imagined for Himself, but was leading Him 
to the Jerusalem of His suffering and sac- 
rifice, steadfastly. He set His face for Jeru- 
salem. 

Jesus’ life is an illustration of the way to 
rave sin and to fix our minds on the way of 
ife, 

If you notice the way that people are 
ordering their lives, you will see that they 
are doing it on the opposite plan. Look 
around you and you see men and women 
defining for themselves the way. they want to 
arrive. They know just exactly what they 
want to get; they know what they want to 
be. And you watch them. They bend every 
nerve; they bend every muscle; they stretch 
every atom of strength they have in them 
in order to reach their self-chosen ends in 
life. Isn’t that a fact? 

Well, I have lived long enough to see some 
very dubious results of choosing our ends in 
life in advance and shaping our paths to 
reach those ends. Sometimes I sit down with 
mothers and fathers and friends of these ‘ ‘t she w ene 
eople.

life. His wife said to him, “It has spoiled 
your work and it has spoiled you, this getting 
and spending, this struggling to get ahead, 
until it has come to this something base that 
you have done to make money.” 

From saying that business is business and 
from doing things that might have been 
called indelicate or unprofessional rather 
than dishonest, from one distinctly fraudu- 
lent act, the lust for money, the desire for the 
things that money can buy, the ambition to 
rise high among his fellows had eaten that 
young man through and through. The end 
that he called success had led him from little 
acts expressed in lowered eyelids of consent 
or in shrugs, in meaningful broken phrases, 
to sharp, dishonest, really criminal practices. 

That, I have called the contemporary 
American tragedy, and it comes from 
choosing one’s end in life and then shaping 
one’s course, be it straight or be it crooked, 
till it reaches the end that we are bound to 
attain. I heard a business man say, “ He 
did rather a dishonest thing, but they all 
have to do it.” I went away and analyzed 
that phrase. What it meant was, ‘They all 

ave to to do it if they are to attain a certain 
end.’ Let the end go, and the compulsion 
to do the thing disappears at once. 

So, I say this business of choosing our 
objective and then shaping our course to suit 
our objectives is dangerous. I would advise 
you to focus your eye on the way you will 
travel, the way of truth, the way of right- 
eousness, Lead where it will, say, “I am 
going to walk it,.and where it leads me, that 
is where I want to go.”’ 

The first thing about this business of not 
shaping one’s own end in life is that by no 
possibility can any one of you imagine where 
you are coming out in life. As Horace 
Bushnell said, ‘ Every man’s life is a plan of 
God.” God has a plan for every man’s life. 
By no possibility can you know now what 
that plan is. Eye hath not seen, ear hath 
not heard, it hath not entered into the 
heart of man what God hath prepared for 
those who love Him. 

Open the life of a great man or a great 
woman and you discover that by no pos- 
sibility could that man or woman know 
what he or she was going to do in life. Will 
you please tell me how a tinker lad in the 
south of England could tell that God in- 
tended him to write a book more widely 
read than any other book except the Bible, — 
John Bunyan? Will you please tell me how 
an English society girl could have known in 
advance that she was to spend the final years

This is not a doctrine of aimless living that 
Iam preaching to you. We must have our 
objectives and it is necessary for us to define 
our objectives. The point is that it makes 
all the difference in the world whether that 
objective once chosen is held to be final and 
irrevocable or whether it is meant to be 
revised at any moment that the way of life 
leads in other directions than the objective 
we had chosen for ourselves. I suppose with 
the majority of people the objectives they 
choose for themselves are the objectives God 
ee for them, but we cannot be sure of 
that. e 


You have noticed sometimes printed in 
small letters on a railroad time table the 
words, “Subject to correction and change 
without notice.’’ That is just exactly my 
plan in life, — subject to correction and to 
change without notice, and if the way in life 
turns aside and leads me in a dierent 
direction than my own self-chosen ends, I 
propose to let the end go and follow in the 
way. é 

Of course, this takes courage. Some may 
say, “How can you, with ambition, chanze 
your objective in this way, knowing all the 
time that it may be purely a temporary 
objective?”

With that sentence engraved in the hearts 
of each one of us, I am sure we are going to 
come at the last to God’s chosen ends in life. 

Let me indicate some of the beauties of 
this way of living, and I am done. The 
first thing about it is this: One who lives 
like this, fixing his eye on the way instead of 
the end, is sure never to damage his soul. 
Isn’t that an inspired title which Gamalial 
Bradford gave to those sketches of well- 
known Americans, — “Damaged Souls?” 
One of the well-known Americans included 
is Phineas T. Barnum. Gamalial Bradford, 
with constant interest, sketches Americans 
of generations past who damaged their souls 
in seeking to achieve their own self-chosen 
ends in life. The soul is the last thing in the 
world to damage. Damage everything but 
your soul. If you say, “Iam going to walk in 
the way of life and let that way reveal the 
end,” you are Sure never to damage your 
soul. 

The second thing is this: You are never 
going to be bewildered if something critical 
happens to you in life. One of the saddest 
things in life is where a man or woman has 
banked his all on a certain end in life only to 
find that some'hing over which he has no 
more control than the rising or setting of the 
sun, has swept it all away. One sits down 
amidst the debris of his former life and feels 
bewildered, disillusioned. And the highway 
of American life is strewn with these un- 
fortunates. 

But if a person says, “I am going to walk 
in the way of life,” and that way seems to 
bring us just exactly about where we want to 
go, and something happens and we see it is 
not going to bring us there at all, one says, 
“After all, that was not God’s end in life for 
me. I wonder what it is.” 

Not long ago I sat down with a woman. 
She was living in one room, and she hadno 
friends or family about her. I can almost 
hear the laugh with which she began what 
she said. It was a wonderful laugh; it had a 
touch of pathos in it; it had a touch of 
whimsical regret in it, but it was a musical 
laugh, and faith and hope and love were 
inside. And after that she said, ‘“Some- 
times I am tempted to say that it is a far cry 
from living in a manor house with my family 
and with my friends to living in a room by 
myself with family and friends all gone. 1 
am tempted to say, ‘What next, O Father, 
in this varied life of mine?’”’ 

I was defining this morning what a young 
girl said was her supreme ambition. I have 
told you I was not ready to define my 
supreme ambition the way she defined hers. 
I have only one ambition in life, and that is, 
that when I’ get through I -can~have: the 
consciousness, deep and abiding, that I have 
done the thing for which God put me into 
this world. That is my supreme ambition. 
And the contentment that a person can know 
who feels that, is simply past description. 

A woman said once to her friend, “Are 
you happy?”’ She answered, “I am not 
happy; I am something better; I am con- 
tented.” Think of the contentment of 
Jesus when at the end of His life He could 
say, ‘‘Father, I have finished the work that 
Thou hast given me to do.” The last word 
but one of Jesus on the cross is one of un- 
utterable satisfaction. 

Here we sit this morning in the act of our 
worship, and we cannot help wondering 
what the months and years of life may bring 
to us of chance and change. Maybe they 
will lead us right on the paths and to the 
goals that we have chosen, and yet we can- 
not be sure of this, and so we fix our eyes 
not on the end but on the way. Not knowing 
whither we are going, we take our life and our 
duty just as they come, in the spirit of willing 
obedience, and meet the uncertainties of joy 
and trouble, and achievements and regret 
life and death as they may await us because 
the voice of Jesus sounds clear and sweet and 
strong, “I am the way; follow me.’ God 
grant that we may hear those words.

Memorial tributes were given to 
Mrs. Katherine Chapin Higgins, 1868, so 
prominent in-her efforts for a good under- 
standing between parents and the teachers 
of their children, and to Mrs. Augusta 
Billings Taintor, 1876, the latter written by a 
classmate, Mrs. Harriet Chapell Newcomb, 
and read by her daughter, Miss Ruth 
Newcomb. 

Miss Julia Twichell of Andover, as chair- 
man of the Advisory Committee, told how 
thoroughly the members had enjoyed their 
visit to the school over Abbot Birthday, 
attending recitations and becoming ac- 
quainted with the equipment and spirit of 
the school. 

Miss Carpenter speaking for the Reunion 
Committee referred to the good work done 
by Mrs. Edith Johnson Donald in arranging 
for accommodations for the returning 
alumnae, and reported gradual improvement 
in the machinery. The response from class 
officers was more general than usual, and 
personal acknowledgments and notes of 
regret were numerous and gracious. The 
opportunity of making announcements to 
the alumnae body in the Bulletin is of great 
service to this committee. 

By recommendation of the appropriations 
committee, Miss Kate Jenkins; chairman, it 
was voted that the Association finance, as 
far as its income would allow, the Abbot 
Bulletin for the coming year, with the 
expectation that the expense of one issue and 
at least part of the second, might be covered. 
Hearty appreciation was expressed of the 
generosity of the Board of Trustees in 
carrying on this publication in the name of 
the Association. 

The report of the Loyalty Fund Com- 
mittee was given by the chairman, Miss 
Flora Mason, who spoke of efforts to extend 
interest in the Fund, and of her own ex- 
periences last winter in California in meeting 
some of the many Abbot girls who are widely 
scattered through the state. 

Miss Alice Twitchell, Fund Director, told 
of the steady growth of the Fund, though 
somewhat hampered this past year by 
business conditions, and of the encourage- 
ment afforded by the loyal co-operation of 
the present students. 

Miss Bailey spoke especially of the 
efficient way in which the girls planned and 
carried out the big undertaking for the 
Abbot Birthday—the “Bazaar of Six 
Nations” — which, with the recital given by 
the music faculty on May fifth, netted over 
$1100 for the Fund. 

She also referred to the great loss which 
the school would feel in the resignation of 
Miss Martha Howey, whose instruction had 
opened up to many alumnae present new 
vistas in art and literature. 

Miss Mary Byers Smith, chairman of the 
Means Library Committee, spoke of some 
plans of the committee, among them a 

ssible exhibition of rare books, co-operat- 
ing with the school library. It was voted, on 
motion of the chairman of the Loyalty Fund 
Committee, to request the Trustees to make 
the Means Library Fund a part of the Loy- 
alty Fund project. 

The president announced that the term of 
office of the alumna trustee, Mrs. Anna 
Nettleton Miles, would expire next spring, 
and that according to a previous vote, a 
committee consisting of the three vice 
presidents would prepare a ballot to be sent 
out to the members, in order that the names 
of candidates may be presented to the Board 
of Trustees, who will select one.

The text of my sermon this morning will | pretty hungry world. 


be found in 2 Kings, IV :38-41: 

“And Elisha came again to Gilgal: and 
there was a dearth in the land; and the sons 
of the prophets were sitting before him: and 
he said unto his servant, Set on the great pot, 
and seethe pottage for the sons of the 
prophets. 

“And one went out into the field to 
gather herbs, and found a wild vine, and 
gathered thereof wild gourds his lap full, 
and came and shred them into the pot of 
pottage: for they knew them not. 

“So they poured out for the men to eat. 
And it came to pass, as they were eating of 
the pottage, that they cried out, and said, 
O thou man of God, there is death in the pot. 
And they could not eat thereof. 

“But he said, Then bring meal. And he’ 
cast it into the pot; and he said, Pour out 
for the people, that they may eat. And 
there was no harm in the pot.” 

Now, if you can draw a better word 

picture than that you have literary genius. 
We can see the hungry sons of the prophets, 
and feel their bitter disappointment. 
_ What was pottage? It isn’t a very entic- 
ing or fascinating word to me, and when I 
read that Esau sold his birthright “for a 
mess of pottage” I think Esau was a fool. 
But I am gradually coming to the conclusion 
that if I had been in Esau’s place I should 
have done just as he did. For Jacob was a 
genius, and he made, not a “mess of pot- 
tage” but a very savory stew, and when 
Esau caught a whiff of that stew, hungry 
man as he was, he was lost, and fell from 
grace. And I sympathize with him. 

A stew may be a work of art. Very few 
cooks have genius enough to prepare one. 
It is no mere mixture. Remember that; 
It is more than a combination of relics 0 
departed feasts. It is a magic brew, a rare 
fluid, appealing to all the senses. No man 
can resist it. Such a stew is a miracle of 
grace; something rare in every sense of the 
word. 

Sometimes a stew is fairly good; very 
frequently bad,—a mess—or a_ horrid 
mess. If the stew is a complete success it 
is because it is a perfect blend, not a mixture. 
And those are two totally different words. 
If it is a blend it was prepared by a genius. 
Nature makes blends; man generally makes 
mixtures. To make a blend man must be 
guided by taste and instinct. These are 
things which you can cultivate, — gifts from 
above. 

Isn’t every experience of life, and life it- 
self, to be compared to a stew? No two 
stews are ever exactly alike. That’s the 
first thing. This is equally true of experience, 
and of life itself. Every one of you will 
make your own mixture or blend. And the 
Lord help you! 

Look at experience. Falling in love may 
be a mess; it may be a successful blend. 
Look at a great picture or a landscape; you 
are impressed by the whole thing; you do not 
look at the details while you are enjoying it; 
you put those off, to be looked at later. If it 
isn’t a blend it isn’t fit to be seen. We enjoy 
it or we pass it by, according to our pos- 
session or lack of taste and genius. 

Well, we have lost sight of our hungry 
prophets. We must return to them. 

At this time the Kingdom of Israel was 
certainly a badly spoiled stew. It was a 
mess, and very literally there was death in 
the pot. Israel was starving and perishing, 
mentally, morally and qititaaily. The 
only thing it had was more wealth than it 
ever had before or again. And two great 
prophets arose — Elijah and Elisha. 

Elijah’s method was to call down fire from 
Heaven and destory. In one day he killed 
four hundred and fifty prophets of Baal. 
But four hundred prophets of the groves, 
who were probably a good deal worse, 
escaped and still lived. Elijah is the patron 
saint of young people, I am inclined to think. 
When he had finished his career he thought 
he was the only servant of Jehovah left in all 
Israel; and the Lord told him that there 
were 7,000 that he didn’t know anything 
about, and that he had better anoint some- 
body else to be prophet in his room. 

In this particular case of the spoiled stew 
I think that Elijah would have set the young 
son of the prophet who spoiled it before the 
door, had two stout men pour over him the 
kettle of boiling stew, and. there would have 
been one less son of the prophets. Whether 
that would have been a gain or a loss we 
don’t know; but the stew certainly would 
have been lost. 

Elisha, though no extreme conservative, 
was the prophet of conservation and econ- 
omy, always working miracles by the very 
simplest means. A borrowed iron axe-head— 
a very valuable tool in those days — fell 
into a deep pool and they could not find it. 
Probably the sons of the prophets had 
waded around in that pool hunting for it and 
stirred up the mud until nobody could see it. 
Elisha threw a stick of wood into the pool, 
and the axe-head swam. 

Elisha was an apostle of the obvious, a 
very economical man, producing the greatest 
results from very small causes and means. 
But at the end of his life, in a dark and 
critical period, he blazed out in all the spirit 
of Elijah before a weak king. However, he 
didn’t kill Joash, and he didn’t threaten him. 
Look it up. 

Elisha Oe at the stew. They couldn’t 
afford to lose it; they were hungry, and it was 
all they had. He threw in a handful of meal, 
and told the sons of the prophets to try it. 
They found it eatable, if not appetizing; 
there was good nourishment in it, and no 
poison. 

And so my subject this morning is “ Life as 
a Stew: sometimes a bad mixture, sometimes 
a good blend. What are we going to do with 
it?’ 

The first thing is: What are you going to 
do with your own blend? Here I have 
nothing to say. The Lord never made any 
two people alike. That’s a very strange 
thing when you come to think about it. 
There never will be another person in this 
world, probably to all eternity, like any one 
of you, or me. Each one of us, every one of 
us, is unique. We have got to do the best 
with what we have. 

Well, if we are a unique blend, and never 
can do or be exactly like anybody else, why, 
then life can never be laid out by any scheme. 
It is an adventure, and you are descended 
from a long line of gentlemen adventurers. 
I won’t say “lady adventurers,’”” or “ad- 
venturesses.” That sounds all wrong. You 
belong to the order of gentlemen adventurers, 
all of you. And you have got to find your 
way. Your life is going to be an adventure. 
You are going to sail out, and you hold the 
rudder and set the sails. -You are going to 
’| sail into the wind in a good many storms, and 
about all you can do is to hold the nose of the 
craft up into the wind and thank God if you 
don’t upset and if even by tacking you can 
make any progress. That’s about all your 
ancestors have done before you, and you 
belong to that company of adventurers. 
You won’t land, probably, just where you

Commencement 

This is the season of brides and sen- 
iors — weddings and graduations — 
white frocks and white flannels — 
licenses and diplomas. It is the season 
of commencement. 

Everyone, save the story-book writer 
perhaps, looks upon the wedding as a 
starting point in life; too few of us look 
upon the graduation in the same way. 
The college graduation especially is too 
often considered as an end in the educa- 
tive process rather than a_ stepping 
stone towards the still higher education 
of life itself. The end of learning is not 
within the halls of any college or uni- 
versity, no matter how extensive or 
intensive its courses of study.

Achievements of the Public Schools 


At the end of the school year it is natural 
for parents and citizens to make a critical 
survey of what has actually been accom- 
plished by teachers and pupils during 1924- 
25, and to ask how Andover schools rank 
with other schools in scholarship. The 
following article may be interesting as it 
gives definite information on these points. 

In the Stowe Junior High School, broader 
chances of development in interests have 
been given to the pupils through the club 
work in physical training, arts, sewing, 
nature, radio, dramatics, and manual arts. 
In the exhibition of local talent shown by the 
Art Department of the November Club, 
fascinating samples were displayed of the 
work not only of the manual arts club, but 
also of the regular classes in drawing, and of 
the High School pupils in manual training. 
The work received high commendation. 
The dresses shown by the Sewing Club, and 
the club exhibition were further’ proofs of 
definite accomplishments this year.» Dra- 
matic interest has been awakened by staging 
famous historical events. The Lincoln 
Spelling Match, which was very successful, 


ments. 

Andover scholarship compared with that 
of other towns: Our grade schools (3-8) were 
recently given a state-wide language test: 
The average they attained was seventh 
among the eighty-three towns and cities 
tested, and the sixth grade fell only three 
points below the highest record made by 
any sixth grade. When this test was given 
in High School, it showed that the three 
upper classes stood among the first four 
schools taking the test. 

The Sanford Standard Achievement tests 
given in the sixth grade showed that the 
children are nearly a year’s work above 
standard: —in reading, 14 months; in 
arithmetic, 18 months; in language, 14 
months, in spelling, 7 months; in history and 
literature, 2 months. This speaks well for 
not only the sixth grade, but for all the 
previous grades where these pupils received 
training. 

Frank P. Morse, Supervisor of Secondary 
Education in Massachusetts, made the 
following statement concerning the general 
condition of the High School. ‘‘I am glad to 
say that I found an excellent High School 
there ... The spirit and discipline of the school 
were excellent. I am glad also that the 
laboratory equipment and the library were 
better in proportion to the number of pupils 
than I usually find in High Schools.” 

Great satisfaction in this year’s school 
work. may certainly be felt; club work has 
been very successful; the Spelling Match was 
very gratifying; 250 public school children 
showed fine spirit by attending the Memorial 
Day exercises; our High School ranks as 
excellent; and our grades, given concrete 
tests of ability, have proved to be, in com- 
parison’ with other public schools, of ex- 
ceptional standing.

PEPBCONSEEEIR ease ba eh iene 
it. And, furthermore, don't throw a rich 
stew away until you are fairly sure that it is 
incurable. 

Elisha was a wise man. (ne of the defini- 
tions of wisdom is “Knowing a good thing 
when you see it.” And you never see a 
purely good thing; there is always something 
thrown in to boot when you see it or get it 
that you didn’t care to have given you. 

Now, the real stew, the essence and basis 
of it all, is the frame of mind, the spirit, of 
the patient. Don’t mind his theories too 
much. Theories don’t make life; it usually 
isn’t the theory that spoils it, although it 
may mar it. You must go a good deal 
deeper than that to be physicians of minds 
or souls. Certainly you must know the 
patient and understand the disease. 

In Mark Twain’s wonderful story of Tom 
Sawyer he tells us that Tom Sawyer’s aunt 
bought drugs wholesale of the pedlars, and 
went about to heal the sick. ©'‘And Mr. 
Twain tells us that the effect on the com- 
munity reminded one of the vision in the 
Apocalypse: “Death on a pale horse and 
Hell following after.”’ 

Now, you can’t understand the mind of 


your patient — remember this, please, too — { 


you can’t understand the mind of your 
patient, and the spirit, until you can very 
literally sympathize with him; i1 other 
words, put yourself in his place, —I am 
saying “him” and “his” inte tionally, — 
for a little sympathy sheds ligt a long wy 
down a pretty dark road. 

A neighbor of mine had a very large, 
yellow, good-natured and exceedingly stupid 
mastiff. As I was passing the house one 
day, his hired man —he didn’t keep a 
gardener — said to me: “I suppose you are 
just like the rest of them and think that 
dog’s a fool.”’. I had to acknowledge that I 
did. “Well,” he said, “that dog isn’t any 
such fool as you think. He knows enough; 
only he can’t think of it when he needs it.” 
I knew just how that dog felt; I could sym- 
pathize with him. We became fast friends. 

Sympathize, especially, with all the joys of 
life, wherever you find them. 

Possibly, utterly spoiled stews, whether 
men or theories, are much rarer than we 
think. We live in a very queer, comical old 
world, with no end of goodness lurking in all 
sorts of odd and unexpected corners. You 
remember the remark that if you want to 
find a Good Samaritan you have got to take 
to the road. Most of us are certainly not yet 
quite good enough for Heaven. We are 
reminded of Martin Chuzzlewit’s and Mark 
Tapley’s visit to the city of Eden in Ten- 
nessee, in which Martin had bought several 
city lots. He found the city of Eden to be 
an unreclaimed swamp, and his money was 
gone. Said Mark Tapley to-him; ‘Martin, 
Eden isn’t quite done yet, that’s all.” Yet 
Eden and you and I have possibilities. 

When the Master came to turn this old 
world of ours right side up he came in the 
spirit of Elisha, not of Elijah. It is marvelous 
how much genuine good he found in the 
world, and where he found it, and how 
intensely he enjoyed it. The only people 
among whom he couldn’t get along at all 
were the saints and the sages of his day, the 
Pharisees and the Scribes. He not only 
loved, —I get tired of that word, —he 
liked sinners. That means a good deal. He 
liked sinners! And somehow he could 
sympathize with those wretched sinners a 
great deal better than you and I can — 
who ought to be able to sympathize with 
them, surely. They were always at their 
best with him. 

I have an impression that Peter wasn’t 
always a model of behaviour before he met 
his Master. And I suspect that sometimes 
when Peter and his partner, the fiery John, 
and the plucky James, came back from a 
disappointing fishing expedition, and things 
didn’t go right, there was trouble on the 
shore of the Lake of Galilee. But Peter 
turned out well, didn’t he? Perhaps the 
same is true of John. 

The Master always gave everybody of his 
best; and they usually responded — not 
always. He grew up in a small village, 
just big enough for him to meet and know 
everybody. 

Most of us haven’t a great admiration for 
the small village, but usually it is big enough 
so that you can all get together. And that’s 
a great thing. You know that the small 
village can start an epidemic of disease. 
Did you ever think that health is ten times 
as infectious as disease is? 

The Master doesn’t seem to have preached 
a great deal. That is another thing. He 
preached one or two sermons, not many of 
them. He generally just talked, and. told 
marvelous short stories of life. _ He was the 
best short story teller that ever lived. The 
moral of the parable or the story was almost 
always omitted. That is stranger yet. If 
you can learn to tell a good parable and then 
keep the moral out of it, youare a genius. 

Everywhere the Master was his perfectly 
natural self, and people when with Him were 
surprised to find how well they naturally 
felt and behaved and talked in His presence; 
when they had gone away they woke up to 
the fact that they had been a pretty boorish 
and low-down lot, and repented. It was new 
experience to them. They could be, and 
really were, better than they supposed. 
They began to hope for themselves. 

Never forget that when everything has 
gone wrong, as it will seem to sometimes, the 
last word of the Apostle is: ‘We are saved 
by hope.” When you have left hope behind 
you are dead. 

The Master seems to have made it His 
business to denounce and criticize only when 
absolutely necessary, not to argue, not to 
think of how to set a good example. Oh, He 
never set a good example, — He never 
started out to, I mean, — He couldn’t help 
it; by sheer power of His infectious life He 
put a new spirit into the world. That is the 
only real, genuine, complete conversion, and 
the only thing that ever can save this world 
in the future, just as in the past. 

The Bible does not say a great deal about 
funerals. It generally says of a man that he 
died and was buried. That's fairly obvious. 
It is full of accounts of eating and drinking 
and feasting. And the Master said that one 
feast should be spoken of over the whole 
world and never forgotten. 

That feast was given ina little village near 
Jerusalem, in the house of Simon, the 
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There they made Him a supper; 


a 
artha served, and Lazarus sat at the table 


with Him, and Mary anointed the Master’s 
feet with a pound—a whole pound — of 
very precious ointment. All had a share in 
giving that feast. How did it happen? 
It is a very strange thing. 

I can imagine these good people meeting 
one morning, and Simon saying: “I wish I 
could give the Master a dinner. My house 
is all right, but my cook would poison Him, 
and.I can’t find another.” Then Martha 
spoke up and said: “I wanted to do that, but 
our house is too small. Let me come, and I 
will cook you the best dinner you ever ate and 
served.”” And Simon said: “Good. Come 
on.” And then Lazarus said: “Well, what 
can I do?” One of his sisters, probably 
Martha, said: “Poor boy, the Master loves 
to talk, and enjoys a good listener. You 
just sit still and listen, and don’t you say 
much yourself.” And Lazarus, having been 
well brought up with two sisters, took the 
hint. And Mary said nothing, but brought 
out the pound of costly perfume and 
annointed the Master’s feet. 


Every one of these good people contri- 
buted his or her best. Every one did just 
what he or she most enjoyed doing. No one 
of them could have given it alone; but 
together they gave a feast which will never 
be equaled, and never forgotten. 

I suspect that today whenever and 
wherever a feast or a gathering is made and 
given in that same spirit and general method 
an invisible guest sits at the head of the 
board, and hungry souls are fed in times of 
hardship and famine.
